Where Does This Leave 
Fulton School Officials? 


The Fulton Teachers Assn. has issued 
a statement backing Supt. Paul West and 
the Fulton Board of Education for its 
carefully worked out method of dispensing 
the $200 pay boost to teachers. Fulton di- 
vided up its funds beginning in July with 
a $204 across-the-board raise in a gen- 
eral upgrading of salary schedules already 
supplemented considerably above the 
state scale by local funds. 


In the absence of a policy, Supt. West 
and hig board adopted a method which 
they were assured at the time was not in 
conflict with any rule or regulation of 
the State Board of Education or of the 
State Department of Education, Quite be- 
latedly, however, the state board did 
adopt a policy at its meeting Monday, 
Aug. 29, which called for pay increases 
varying from $100 per teacher to $250 
per teacher. 

This resulted in a situation in which 
it was implied that Fulton and several 
other systems had not passed on the sal- 
ary increment the state had provided. 
It was indicated also that these systems 
would be punished by cuts in mainte- 
nance funds. 

We hope the situation can be worked 
out satisfactorily. Fulton did grant the 
full salary increment and more. 

In the future the state board and the 
State Department of Edueation should 
move more rapidly in setting up policies 
affecting all school systems. We agree 
that every dime of funds intended for 
teacher pay should go for that purpose. 
But, in the absence of a formula, Fulton 
County had a perfect right tp set up its 
own in line with the county’s established 
administrative practices.

British, American Law 
Have Much in Common 


Atlanta. and Georgia are hosts this 
week to 163 British lawyers and a happy 
occasion it is indeed. The visitors are 
part of a group of 1,500 who have been 
attending the annual meeting of the 
American Bar Assn. in Washington. 

The exchange of hospitality began 
with a similar visit of American lawyers 
to Britain in 1957 which resulted in much 
good feeling between the two groups. As 
two nations founded on the rule of law, 
Britain and America remain the strong- 
holds of freedom and the rights of indi- 
viduals. Much of that law emanates from 
the great set of principles set forth in 
the Magna Carta, the great charter of 
England signed by King John at Runny- 
mede in the year 1215. 

Clause 39 of the charter reads: “No 
freeman shall be taken or imprisoned, or 
dispossessed, or outlawed, or banished, 
or in any way destroyed, nor will we go 
upon him, nor send upon him, except by 
the legal judgment of his peers or by the 
law of the land.” 

From this clause was developed the 
right of trial by jury and many other 
aspects of our legal system. From the 
charter grew, too, the system of constitu- 
tional government which has been the 
substitute for tyranny in both nations. 

So we welcome these representatives 
of British law and justice and hope their 
stay with us will be pleasant and re- 
warding.

HOLLYWOOD (‘(UPI)—A _ sus- 
pected purse-snatcher with peri- 
odic “urges to kill” confessed 
Tuesday he strangled three wom- 
en acquaintances, and then led 
detectives to the bodies of two 
victims. 


Gangling Henry Adolph Busch, 
29, related he killed one woman 
after being excited by a movie, 
“Psycho.” 


KNOCKS DOWN WOMAN 


Busch, 6-foot, 140-pound optical 
worker, was arrested when he 
knocked down a woman in an 
attempt to snatch her purse. 


“I guess you got me now,”’ the 
suspect said, “I might as well 
tell you I killed some women. 
There’s a body in my apartment 
and there’s another body over on 
the avenue. 


Detective chief Thad Brown said 
the partially clothed body of Mrs. 
Shirley’ Payne, 60, strangled with 
a sash, was found in Busch’s 
apartment. The corpse was tied 
to a sleeping bag. Mrs. Margaret 
Briggs, 60, Busch’s aunt, was 
found dead in her apartment. 


KILLED AFTER ‘PSYCHO’ 


Busch said he killed Mrs. Payne 
after taking her to see the movie 
thriller, “Psycho,” Saturday night. 
He said he “decided to strangie”’ 
his aunt after going to her home 
Monday night to take her some 
trading stamps. 


Detective Walt Colwell said 
Busch also admitted and described 
in detail the May 2 killing of Mrs. 
Elmyra M. Miller, 72, whose body 
was found in her apartment. Po- 
lice said he knew Mrs. Miller from 
childhood. 


Colwell said Busch also would 
be questioned at length regarding 
several unsolved slayings involv- 
ing elderly women—all of which 
took place within two months of 
Mrs. Miller’s death. 


SEARCHED FOR KILLER 


Police have been searching for 
several months for a_ so-called 
“rubber ball’ killer—named be- 
cause a neighbor of a victim saw 
a suspected slayer bouncing a 
rubber ball. 


Busch denied connection with 
any other killings, the detectives 
said. 

Busch, booked on suspicion of 
murder, gave no motivation tor 
the multiple killings—other than 
to say “I get very strong urges 
to kill.” He also remarked, ‘“‘What 
reason does anyone have for 
strangling anybody?” 


Mrs. Magdalena A. Barra, 49, 
Highland Park, Calif., reported 
Tuesday that Busch invited her to 
have a cup of coffee but that when 
she got in his station wagon, he 
grabbed her by the throat. But 
she said he suddenly stopped the 
car, tried to push her to the floor 
of the vehicle and grabbed her 
purse before fleeing down an alley.

I wonder how many Americans, driving to work in a 
tail-finned dinosaur, felt a wave of embarrassment, 
listening to the car radio news of the defeat of a school 
bond issue? 


The conspicuous car was a symbol, a symptom, an 
advertisement of our excesses—of our self-indulgence 
when good judgment and even some sacrifices were the 
crying need. 


The compact car has helped alleviate this. 


As a nation, we are by no means back on the right 
track. We are still taking some wrong roads that could 
spell disaster for the hopes of a free world. But the car 
industry has made a start. It provides some encourage- 
ment that the turnaround toward greater functionalism 
and durability in our major consumer product means 
that the national psychology is bending toward reason 
and realism. 


Defining the Compact Car 


In the headlong rush to capitalize on the compact 
trend, the word compact has been stretched to the 
point of confusion as to just what a compact car is. 


One of the most dramatic results was gasoline 
economy, which led to high identification between the 
designation “compact” and economy. This tends to 
limit the Concept—it is much broader than that, and 
includes performance as well as economy. 


Originally; the inquiry of American Motors’ founder, 
George Mason, into automobile concepts led him first 
to a study of basic transportation. He said, “Let’s not 
try to miniaturize or shrink the present car, but let’s 
start with the essence of the automobile and work up 
from there. Let’s build on what is basic.” 


He thought of “basic” in two ways: on the one hand, 
the physical minimums, and on the other, the psycho- 
logical minimums, In the former, you face such facts as 
the minimum distance between wheel housings that 
permit full comfort for each passenger, as well as ade- 
quate luggage and engine space. After the first studies, 
the conclusion was that you could not go much below 
100 inches in wheelbase and still have the space desired 
by Americans for five or six passengers, and that you 
need not go above 117 inches. 


It was also essential to consider the psychological 
basics in the owner’s mind. Every way this was looked at 
suggested balance. The automobile was still riding high 
as a status symbol but there were early signs of change. 


People didn’t want a “cheap” car, but they wanted 
economy. 


People didn’t want excess horsepower, but they 
wanted reasonable performance. 


They didn’t want austerity, but were fed up with 
glitter. 


They didn’t want cramped quarters, but they wanted 
a car that would fit garages and parking spaces. 


A hard practical sense was obviously growing. 


“Basic” and “‘balance” became key terms in 
developing the compact concept. They remain so, 
in our view, today. 


In our first application of “compact,” we identified 
the new concept in the most obvious manner—and that 
was in its size. We had in mind the dictionary definition 
“arranged so as to economize space.” 

With the ballooning of the standard U. S.‘car, in the 
face of traffic congestion, parking problems, mainte- 
nance costs and increased car usage—“compact” was 
understandable,

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What Next In The Great 
Compact Car Revolution: 


This balance can now be achieved in cars ranging 
between 170 inches and 200 inches in length. Today, in 
a car designed for general-purpose family use, it is 
impractical to go below 170 inches because passenger 
comfort, trunk, and engine space drop below reasonable 
standards.

This will protect the owner’s investment in the product. 


In the case of the Rambler 6 and V-8 (108-inch 
wheelbase models), we will follow a modified 
program of styling continuity, staying close to the 
mainstream of appearance popularity but without 
abrupt or whimsical change from year to year. 


We all have seen styling changes, under the dictate of 
deliberate obsolescence, that have represented retro- 
gression. Many makes have gone from beauty to beast 
in 12 months, much to the sorrow of their creators, 
just because change was the thing. 


Actually, true beauty in a product is aoe from 
the function of the product. One can accept and admire 
a modest decoration or a sculptured line, but it is diffi- 
cult to accept the sense of some massive attachment that 
has no purpose but ostentation.
